transport trade union organisation 
General President Dave Beck was 
■ppowted 10 the Executive Commit 


tee as a member from North Amer¬ 
ica. Ah eady on the committee from 
this continent is A. L. Lyon, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the Railway Labor 
Executives Association. Mr Beck 
was notihed of his appointment in 
London and was invited to sit in the 
sessions ol the F.xecutive Committee 
Me will continue as a participant in 
the sees sms during his tenure as a 
member of that body. 

In an effort to give wide represen¬ 
tation lu the developing arcus of the 
world the I TF named to its Execu¬ 


tive C onunutce J. D. Randeri of 
India and Syndulpho de Acevedo 
Pequeno of Brazil 

These two appointees are out¬ 
standing leadeis in their countries 
and on their continents. Mr. Randeri 
is general secretary of the Maritime 
Union of India. This organization 
represents masters, navigators, en¬ 
gineers and radio officers of the mer¬ 
chant marine. In addition to his ac¬ 
tivities in the maritime industry. Mr 
Randen is known generally as an 
able and forthright trade union 
leader in India 

Mr. Pequeno is president of the 
Brazilian Federation of Land Trans¬ 
port Workers. This federation in¬ 
cludes in its membership railway and 
road and passenger transport work¬ 
ers. Mr. Pequeno is not only well 
known in South America but he 
serves as a member of tbc governing 
body of the fnternational Labor Or¬ 
ganization 

Appointment of the new members 
and the implementation of the pro¬ 
gram for developing authorized by 
the Vienna congress was one of the 
highlights of the Januarv committee 
session. The next session of the 
Executive Committee will be held 
in June. 

The committee is the chief govern¬ 
ing body of the ITF (along with the 
larger body, the Executive Council) 
between congresses which arc held 
every two years.

Dave Bach, Oanaral Preeident of tha International Brotherhood of 
Teemetere, haa been elected to tha Executive Comb ittee of the International 
Tranaport Vorhers Federation. 

The election took place in London and Hr. Beck vee notified 
Toeadejr, January I, of forvel action of the Executive Coeaittee in a 
latter fron Oaer Bacu, preeident of the 6,000,000 eeeber vorld organisation 
of tranaport trade uniona. Hr. Bach vae invited to attend the remainder 
of the eaaaione of tha I TV Executive Coanlttee which are being held at the 
vorld haedquertera of the organisation thie veah. 

Approval of the enlargement of the Executive Coaelttee vee tehen 
Monday et the opening eeeeion ol the group in London. The additione 
leclude nav repreeentetlvee froei the Aeien, Latin American and Horth 
Aaarlcen contleente. The declelon eteae from en amendment to the ITF 
constitution paeaad by the R4th hlennlel congreee of the organisation in 
Vienna, Auetrle, lest July. 

This action eapovered the Executive Comeittee to add four additional 
eambare in order to widen the ecope of ITF eeeberehip. Hr. Bach vee naaed 
from the Horth Aaarlcen continent. The union he heade, the International 
Brotherhood of Teeaatere, pays a par capita tax to the ITF on 300,000 

eeabere 

The ITF la an organisation of 6,000,000 aeebere with 165 affiliated 
orgeelsetione in 55 countriee. The organisation vae founded in London in 
1196 aed lncludee sect Iona an railvayeen, road tranaport vorkara, inland 
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Mtaraiy aorhara, dochara, aaafarara,, f&aharaao and civil exeieiiae 
aorhara. Oaar Iku la praaidaat and I. John la ganaral aacratary.

1. Opening 

The PRESIDENT, in opening the meeting, regretted the 
absonce or two mesbora, R.Dekoyzur and A.Thaler, owing to 
illneaa. It was decided to send telegrams wishing thorn 
a speedy recovery. 

It was also decided to sond a telegram to the affiliated 
Austrian unions expressing sympathy at tho decoaae of the 
President of the Austrian Ropuhlic, Dr.Kbrner, who had once 
been a trade unionist and had always shown great goodwill 
towards the trade union movement.

In connection with nominations receivod for the additional 
E.C. seats created at tho Vienna Congross (Doc. 29 BC-5 ) it 
was specially notod that, in principlo, mombership of the 
Executive Committoo should be baaod an personal morit and 
on the value of tho services which members could rondor to 
tho I.T.P. On the other hand,, tho nood for a balanced 
ropresontation of tho industrial soctiona, aa woll aa the 
geographical regions of which tho I.T.F. la mado up, 
should also be borne in mind. 

(a) Africa 

Nominations had been receivod from tho 
Gold Coast (Ghana), Mauritius, Nigeria, and 
South Africa. Tho Executive Committoo felt that 
it was unable to mako a choico and that an 
attempt should bo made to get tho unions of tho 
region to put forward an agreod nomination. 

When discussing the African countrios further, 
later in tho meeting, in connection with under¬ 
developed regions, and a plan for the General 
Secretary to pay a visit to Africa, it was agreod 
that such a visit would presont an opportunity to 
discuss the question of a seat on the Executive 
Committee with the African unions on tho apot. 

Meanwhilo, the soat was loft unfilled. 

(b) Asia 

Nominations had boen received from four 
countries of tho region. Two came from countries 
with very small momborships. From a third country, 

Japan, candidates had boon put forward by two 
different unions. It was vory difficult for the 
Executive Committee to make a choico botweon the 
lattor without.risking an affront to one organisa¬ 
tion or the other, and it therefore aoemod better 
to elect neither. Tho remaining nomination camo 
from tho Maritime Union of India. This waa an 
officors f organization which had boen a loyal 
member of tho I.T.F. ovor a poriod of yeara and 
whoso candidate was well known tn tho Ganerol 
Secretary and several members of the Executive 
Committee. Consequently, tho choico for the Asian 
seat on the Executivo Committoo foil to J.D.Randori. 

(c ) Latin America and Caribbean area 

Nominations had been received from seven 
countrios in the region: Brasil, British Honduras, 

Cuba, Ecuadox , Grenada, Mexico, and Panama. 

It was agroed to allocnto a scat on tho Executivo 
Committee to the nominoe of the Confoderacao Kacional 
des Trabalhadoros om Tranoportea Terrastrea (Inland 
Transport Workers ) of Brasil, S. de A. Pequer*,. 
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(d) North Aroorica 

Three nominations had boon received from 
affiliated unions in this region: Canadian Railwaymen, 
U.S. Toamstors, and American Flight Engineers. 

Considering the fact that the organization was now 
affiliatod and paid duos on a figure in keeping with 
its membership, considering the desirability of the 1 
rood transport workors of North Amorica being 
represented on the Executive Committee, and considering 
the increased interest shover. by the organization In 
X.T.F. affairs, it was decided to allocate one of the 
additional Executive Committee seats to the candidate 
of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, Dave Beck.

oxclusivoly on that of the coordination of transport. 

H.IMHQF said that it was a matter of time. The 
importance of integration was appreciated, but the 
coordination of transport hud to be con si derod first. 

The I.T.F. committee of oxports felt that it was 
bettor to mnko a good job of tho quostion of 
coordination bofore orobarking on that of the 
integration of transport. 

»fter H.J.K.>NNE had repeated that in his opinion 
it was not nocassary to deal in detail with the 
auestion of coordination bofore taking up the 
implications of European integration, it was agreed 
that the next conference of the Railwayman's Section 
should receive a further roport on tho coordination 
of transport and a provisional report on the 
integration of tr'nsport.

Note was taken of a coimunicaticn Just recoivod from 
tho Mexico City Office of t!w I.T.F. to the effect that the 
Argentine railwayman’s organization "La Fratemidrtd'’ had 
now intimated its willingness to mako a nomination for 
one of the additional merribers to bo co-opted to tho 
Executive Conmittoe. As tho docision in tho matter had 
already been reached tho previous day, it was too late to 
take this information into account. 

11. I_.C .F .T.U. International Solidar ity Fun d ..a ndn-ium t>) 

The Secretariat had submitted a noto containing tho 
suggestion that £4,000 of the raonoy collected for tho 
I.T.F. Fund for tho Aid of Victims of Oppression should 
be transferred to tho International Solidarity Fund of 
the I.C.F.T.U. With £1,000 proviously transferred, this 
would bring tho I.T.F’a total contribution to the I.C.F.T.U. 

Fund to £5,000 ^part from this, a donation of $1,000 of 
the N.M.U., specially oarmarkod for I.C.F.T.U. Hungarian 
roliof, would bo transferred. 

At tho provious mooting of tho Executivo Board of tho 
I.C.F.T.U., tho International Solidarity Fund h«i been 
converted into a multi-purpose fund. Ihoro was question, 
further, of tho fund being used, to a certain extent, for 
other than reliof purposes, namely, for work of an organizing 
or administrative chnractor. Sovcral menhors objocted, but 
it was not clonr whether or not tho fund would be usod in 
such a way. 
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In vicrv of the fact that tho Executive Committee 
was nnit anxirvi- that tho I.T.F. fund should bo used 
etricu.y for r- liof oixis, and tho fact that a considerable 
volume of union donations wore channellod to tho I.C.F.T.U. 
throu^ the National Contrcs anyway, it was decided not to 
nnko any further I.T.F. contributions to the I.C.F.T.U. 

Instead, it was decided, on tho basis of reports of 
extrono financial sacrificos mndo by the affiliated

In view of the fact that tho position with regard to

The Executive Committeo had bofore it e report from the 
Fair Practices Committeo on the position cf tho I.T.F. 
campaign against flags-of-convenionce shipping. It referred 
to the discussion of tho question at the Preparatory 
Technical Karitimo Conferoncc of thn I.L.O. in London in 
Orptcirbcn-Oetoher 1956. That conference agreed on e draft 
resolution for transmission to the Plenary Maritime 
Conference of the I.L.O. to bo hold in 1958. The important 
feature of the draft resolution is that it urges that 
"the country of registration should accept the full 
obligation implied by registration and exercise effective 
control for the purposos of tho safety and welfare of 
seafarers in its ohipe" and specifios a numbor of steps 
which should be taken to givo effect to this requirement. 

Note was taken of various allocations which a sub¬ 
committee of tho Fair Practices Committoo was recommending 
should be made from tho International Seafarers' Wolfare 
Fund built up by levies imposod upon shipowners under 
collective ogroomonts concludod between I .T .F.-affiliated 
unions and flag-of-convonionce ships, namaly:

Having heard a report on the I.L.O. Ad Hoc Mooting 
on Civil Aviation hold in Geneva from 26 November to 
5 Decomber 1956, and having learnod of the negativo 
nature of that mooting; 

Protests emphatically against tho attitude of the

Dave Back, General President of the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters, has been elected to the Executive Coasittee of the Inter¬ 
national Transportworkera Federation.

The ITF ia an organisation of 6,000,000 members with 165 
affiliatad organisations in 55 countries. The organization was founded 
ia London in 1896 and includea sections on railwayaen, road transport 
worlara, inland waterway workers, dockers, se.farers, fishermen and 
civil aviation workers, Omer Becu ia president and H. John is general 
aacratary. 

Foreign affairs have claiaed a major share of Mr. Beck's 
attention since he becaae general president of the Teamsters in December 
1952. He has aade several trips abroad since becoaing president and 
has baen active in participating in activities affecting International 
cooperation by American trade unions. 

Mr. Beck, in addition to heading the Teamsters, is a vice 
president of the American Federation of Labor and Congress of Industrial 
Organisations.

You do not state in your letter when the board meets, but 1 am under the 
impression that it is January 26th or thereabouts. I do not under any 
conditions want to be maneuvered into the position of increasing our tax 
to 500,000 members and then find that we are not a board member. 1 
have no objections whatsoever to making the tax effective January 1, 1957, 
othsr than outlined sbove. 1 therefore prefer to come over to Europe and 
discuss the subject matter with you and Yates personally, if possible, and 
14 Tates is not available to go into it with you. This, in my opinion, is of 
serious enought importance to justify both the time and expense incidental 
thereto. 

1 am desirous that our International organization take a continuing, leading 
pert in the work of the International Transport Workers Federation. 1 am 
convinced that the disturbed condition of the world makes it more than ever 
necessary for the Isrge key trsnsport unions of the world to give economic 
and financial assistance to problems that are going to confront us across 
the world for many years to come. 1 cannot under any conditions in our 
affiliations with other groups fail to recognize that due to the tremendous 
mambership of our International Union we must be on executive councils 
aad boards so we take s distinctive part in the formulation of policy 

I bavs nothing but kind thoughts of you, Yates and many of your associates 
wbom I bavs mat. I want to be frank and honest with you as you have been 
with me and it is for that reason that I desire to get the thing straightened 
oat aow ss a finality. It may be that before this letter reaches you that 
you will have replied to my wire sent today upon receipt of which, if 
favorable. I would make immediate arrangements to meet you in Europe 
This letter gives you more in detail my thinking but it is definitely a 
repetition of oral discussion that I had with you and Yates over the past 
two years.

If a letter from you in such terms coy^d 
he laid It. r ora the next Executive Committee meeting it would 
break the vicious circle in which we find ourselves. It would

the ITF, to propose ycur nomination. I am sure that all the 
other members of the Coanittee would be delighted too. 

Honesty compels me to add that, of course, I cannot give 
you an absolute undertaking that things will turn out as I 
expect. I repeat, however, that I feel as sure as 1 possibly 
can. To me it ia unthinkable that the Committee would not 
be aa anxious as I am to give your organization representation 
consistent with its importance and position in the ITF. After 
all, if things did not turn out satisfactorily, there would 
be nothing to prevent your organization from reconsidering 
the sire of its affiliation subsequently, convinced though 
1 am the* it would never have cause to do so.
